THE STARS AND STRIPES. 


Nicety-nine years ago (June 1-lth, 


1777), an act was passed by Congress, 
the substance o? which is this: 


"That the flag of the thirteen 


United States be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, and that the 
union be thirteen stars, white in a 
blue field, representing a new con- 
stellation." 


This act was not officially promul- 


gated until Sept. 3d, 1777, although 
the newspapers published it about a 
month previous. 
The "Stars and 


Stripes" prompted Joseph Rodman 
Drake to write that stirring poem, 
from which we quote: 


"Whan Freedom from ber mountain height, 


Unfurled hn standard to the air, 


She tore the azur« robe of night. 


And placed the stars of glory there." 
It is supposed that Paul Jones 


first unfurled the Stars and Stripes, 
as he was appointed to the command 
of the ship "Ranger" on the very 
day the above act was passed. 
By 


no me it is contended that the stars 
were suggested by John Adams, and 
by others that the entire flag was 
taken from the coat-of-arms of tke 
family of "Washington. 


On April 4th, 1818, a bill was 


passed in Congress providing that 
the Stars and Stripes be enlarged; 
that tha stars be arranged in the 
form of a star, and that on the 4th of 
July nest succeeding the admission 
of a new State a star should be added. 
A flag of tliis description was hoist- 
ed over ihs National House of Eep- 
raseatatives on the 4th of July, 1318. 


The flags used by the War De- 


partment are made from the above 
pattern, while in those used by the 
navy the stars are placed in parallel 
lines. "Forever float the standard 
sheet" over land and sea. 


INDICTMENT—"We charge the

nence, we recommend an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the 
United States forbidding the 
appropriation of any public fund 
or property for the benefit of 
any school or institution under 
sectarian control. 


"HARD MONEY" PLANK—In 


the first Act of Congress signed 
by President Grant, the Na- 
tional Government assumed to 
remove any doubt at to its pur- 
pose to discharge all its just ob- 
ligations to public creditors.and 
solemnly pledged its faith to 
make provision, nt the earliest 
practicable period, for the re- 
sumption of United States notes 
in coin. Commercial prosper-1 
ity, public morals and national 
credit demand that the promise 
be fulfilled by a continuous and 
steady progress toward specie 
payment.
